Many |MM'sons langheil at lh(> 
impracticahilit V of constriieMii 
the Memphi.s-to- llristol highway 
across Tennessee, Imt tlmt roatl is 
now about three-fourths coinipe ted 
while th^ same .spirit that prompt 
ed it, has aroused the Virginians 
to the task of constructing a sim 
ilar highway from Brisiol across 
the Old Dominion to the national 
capital. The .same people are 
a'«ocon.str acting a highway from 
Bristol to Bluefield, W. Va.. and 
the good road enthusiasts assert 
that this is the begintiing ot what 
is destined to be the Bristol to- 
Pittsburj highway. 

Leaving Bristol, the Bristol-tc 
Lexington highway runs nine 
miles thru Washington County, 
Virginia, which link has just been 
surveyed by the state highway en- 
gineer. The fuuds to build this 
Ifnk have been provided by bond | 
' issue and private sui^scrii/tions 
. Scott county adfofns vya.sbiDginn j 
*^18 county has voted bonds for 
tne building of its link of the new 
highway, and work is to be com- 
menced in the spring Lee coun- 
ty, which adjoins Scott on the 
west, has already constructed, 
nearly 6fty miles of the new high- 1 
wav. This means that the Vir- 1 , 
ginians have provided for 75 of its j j 
9.') miles of the Bristol-to Lexing- 1 j 
ton highway, extending to Cum 1 1 
berland Gao.
